R. S. Law, President 
of the U.G.0. Ltd. 


R. S. Law, president of Unit- 
ed Grain Growers Ltd., issued 
the following statement on _be- 
half of the Board of Directors 
of the Company while in Ed- 
monton for the annual meeting 
of United Grain Growers:

Whatever chan- 
ges may fromtime to time be 
required in connection with 
grain handling should be based 
on the solid foundation already 
established,

Jas. McKernan Was Third Man To 
Join The Mounted Police In 1873 
Third man to join the old Royal 

North West Mounted Police whén it 

was formed in Ottawa in the early 

70's, James McKernan, 83, died at 

Edmonton recently. 

Mr. McKernan came west in 1873 
and was stationed first at Fort Mac- 
leod in the territory now in southern 
Alberta. On October 13 last while 
thumbing through his leather-bound 
diary the old-timer came across this 
entry written 60 years ago: ‘‘Mount- 
ed guard for the first time at Fort 
Macleod to-day home, sweet 
| home.” 

He settled near old Fort Edmon- 
ton in 1882 and in 1885 Mrs. McKer- 
;}nan and their four-year-old child 
took refuge behind the palligades of 
the fort then fearing Indian attacks 
in the rebellion, while Mr. McKer- 
|nan rode patrol duty 50 miles south 
to warn settlers that the Indians 
might attack. 

He was born in Richmond, Ont.
